Tn£ PUBLIC sdlBOOLS REPORT. 

The friends of free education into 
whose hands the report of the new- 
Superintendent of Education has fallen 
have rea'd the document with mingled 
feeling8|of disappointment and regret ; 
— 3isappointment,="h*caus<r'cif'rthB^ 
beHiL^nB.tba4^pe!5'5de8;it"througl>out; 
regret, becailiff 'iiOpublid' oflScer, who 
waft, appointed ''to' jealously guard an 
institution of which British Columbians 
have cause to bo justly .proud, should 
have BOjjfai; ^9'^gotten himself and his 
duty a8;to propose by' insidious means 
to .undermine the very institution ho 
Avaif selected to conserve. As we read 
the. fourth paragraph of tho report it 
is proposed to charge a tuition fee for 
admission- t-o tho higli school, or close 
it •'altogether. This' is a retrograde' 
proposition. If adopted tho , system 
would be speedily extended to tlio 
priniory . and ; . preparatory schools; 
Wo 'feel sure' that 'it will meet with 
very litfclo favor. In tlio same para- 
graph >ye.find a. proposition to impose a 
direct ta.>:vpn, such idistricts as may ou- 
joy'tho bencBts''6f' free schoola The 
Superintendent is of opinion that tho; 
"school, costing the , people ' little or' 
nothing, is under-valued," and ho pro- 
poses to levy such an assessment in 
eaehidistrict as would be "auflicient in 
conjuhjjtion with a grant from tlio gen- 
ordl reven'uo, to defray the whole ox- 
pensejs^of .tlio school." "Wo, believe the 
G(^niment taxgatherersare at this mo- 
ment scouring the country districts 
like Bashi-Bazouks on a foraging expe- 
dition for. the purpose of collecting a 
taxi'tiiat is now overdue. In some iu- 
staii'ces homesteads and farms are bo- 
in^J^^i^' from ■ the', possession i-of ^tho 
holaera*anl:l sold t'o 'speculators *in con- 
sequence of tho inability of the settlers 
tO;.pay-tho Government tax. The Su- 
perintendent proposes to add to the 
burthen which in some cases has been 
found .unsupportable. He proposes to 
"€ggLlaj'ge,the,.mr^a»of_, taxation" and to 
impose a new tax>ion the property of 
people who aro already over-burdened 
wltlv .imposts so as to cause thorn to 
appreijiate the. necessity of free schools. 
Does the Superintendent not know 
that a school ta.x..is already imposed on 
every juftle -resident , of , the Province 
ovejjl§'years"of ^age' of §3 per capita 
per annuml Is be npt'aware that the 
revenufe9rot[i*^a|%burce^ is about 50 
per cent, of the entire cost of edu- 
cation] Does be not kt.owthatin pay- 
ing that tax all elapses in the country 
coiTtrihute towards the supp6rt,'<pf ;';the 
fi^?f%cHoj3ls| -Does he propose to abro- 
gatCi'the preseiit ta'x— to lift from" the 
shoulders fit the . inany, where it rests 
lightlyi'and place on those of the few, 
where it will bear heaviljr, the cost of 
maintaining/ the ; free:; schools? Ho 
certaihly cannot^expect to continue the 
^(sr''c'ojj.i<a'Ja3ran3\iii ' adaifiorT. impose 
a special fax' on property for "the same 
purpose. Should the per capita tax 
bfj lifted, the bulk of the people would 
escape without paying any tax at all, 
a^d if: the Superintendent's argument 
p0S8.e'Be§s any weight (which it docs not) 
the s^opUcosting the majority of par- 
entl nothing would bo undervalued and 
consequently;" hegiecite'd,- ' ''If a thing 
t^^costg' 'nothing is undervalued,' of 
what value (to the country) is the ar- 
ticle that is made so dear as to be en- 
tirely beyond its reach? 

^jty'iB .Qbaqrve . with some surprise that 
noireedmrnendatibn-'is made for the ap-'^ 
po^jtment of. a new . Board .of -EducaJ^ 
tion. • Is the Superintendent tb^be-the 
supreme authority on school matters? 
Is he to bo the one man whose power is 
to be arbitrary, and whose decisions 
are to bo subject only to the criticism 
of a political ' head?' ' TliePSuperinten- 
. dent ought to be aware that in - carry- 
ing on the schools in the ab.sence of a 
Board of Education he is jierpetrating 
an illegal act; yet we search the report 
in vain for any remark which.showsthat 
he is even aware of the nonexistence 
of'a^;bbard,' \The>la,to board are gen- 
tlemen of the highest social standing 
and have hitherto been considered unim- 
peachable; but the Superintendent does 
not hesitate to say in his report that 
iir^ granting certificates to teachers; 
the board , were guilty of partiality. 
This is the' first instance we have 
kn'owiTpf a public officer seizin|; upon 
street scandal, embodying it in a public 
report and solemnly expressing his be- 
lief in its truth. '\Vo have seen, with- 
in the past f(?w days, a legislator retail- 
ing slander, against public.mcn as facia, 
and. ^ve have seen tlie same party try- 
ing to drag tho names of unfortunate 
raeiL^whoscLjaults..3bouldJibo^cpvercd 



prize... Could any surer method of 
imp^ingl^the usefulness of teachers 
be devised than by placing them where 
their freedom of action and their inde- 
pendence are alike compromised. The 
late board happily stopped these pro- 
ceedings by requiring the trustees to 
have its concurrenco in removals; 
fbut if there is to be no board and. poli- 
tics are to run the free schools in 
future, what show would a friendless 
teacher without political influence in a 
district have against a trustee board 
with a friend at court?

Mr. Speaker took the chair at 2 p. in. 

DEl'AULTERS. 

Mr. Evans moved that a ruapoctfiil acl- 
dreas bo presented to Hia Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor, asking liini to 
send down ' to ' this House a re- 
turn of all pcrson-s in Government em- 
ploy that hftvo left the service defaulters 
since confederation, giving the names, 
position held, tho amount in oaoh. caso 
oving to the treasury, witli tho amoiinfcof 
restitution made .since, if .nny. 

In moving this lie said lie did it as a 
question of duty, and not bocau.so ho liad 
any person.al feeling in this matter. Ho 
Iiad two objects in view, first, an oppor- 
tunity of clearing all persons wlio were at 
present suffering under a false accusation, 
and, secondly, of bringing to tho light 
men who had been placed m positions of 
public trust and had violated the confi- 
dence placed in them. He thought the 
remarks made in a public print on his 
action in this matter, which ho would 
like to read, most uncalled for, but tliey 
were written by a man wlio smashed 
another's head with a walking stick, and 
in tlie Supremo Court was fined five 
shillings for doing so. (laughter.) He 
He thought every man should stand on 
his own bottom (roara of laughter), and 
all who had violated the public confiHenco 
placetl in them should bo exposed. 

The resolution was adopted. 

AD3IIKALTY COURT. 

Dr. Ash moved a respectful nd- 
dress requesting his Honor the 
Lieut. -Governor to bring under the notice 
of tlie Dominion Government tho fact 
that the constitution of the Vice Admiralty 
, Court of this Province remains the same 
MVbeforoconfodei'ation and is administered 
tjrono juAgo, or in his absence by his 
deputy, and that his Honor will urge tho 
Dominion Government to movo tho Im- 
perial Goveriim'ent to confer admiralty 
jurisdiction upon the Supremo Court of 
this Province and tho judges thereof, 
with'right of appeal from their decision to 
the Supreme Court at Ottawa, providing, 
also, for a reduced tariff of fees without 
payment to tlio judges. 

He would state that this court waa conr 
Btitutcd by an order in council passed i^' 



England in 18G0. Oneobjectionabl«) feattire 
was that the judge was paid by feoa from 
suitors. Of course this was established 
some 20 years since, but he felt that how,' 
considering tlio maritime importance of 
the Province, that this should be altered, 
for he had no doubt but that tho great 
expense had been tho means in many 
cases of preventing justice being obtained. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom said tho resolution 
ought to commend itself to the House. 
He felt certain that the judges themselves., 
would not object to it. In support of the 
resolution he quoted tho case of the 
steamer Isabel, where §275 was saved by 
not having ofKce copies. Tho system in 
voguo at present in absolutely ancient.' " 

Tho resolution was adopted. 

l)VKI>'a ACT. 

Mr. McGillivray, moved tliat a respect- 
ful address -be ptjosented to His Honor the 
Lieutehanf-CSov'^rhor pr.iying that ho will 
bo pleased to send down to this House 
copies of all correspondence between 
the Government and E. L. Derby, or any 
other person or persons, relating 'to"' any 
work carried on since 1st July, 1878, to 
date, under tha provisions of the Dyking

CEjrBTEEV bKDINAIICEiijj 6 

Mr. Evans introduced :avBill|Untituled 
"An Act to repeal the" 'Ocmdteiry' Ordi- 
nance, 1870,' " ■ ' ■' 

Mr. Ash|rpininded tho hoU. gentleman 
that this wks'an act relating to religion 
and ahbuld'be intradupod by a coinmittoo, 
as was the case 8onia^awi*8inSe. '<Li\i ^ 

Mr. Evans said all ho desired was that 
tho Act should bo repealed. 

Mr. Williams said ho was in favor of 
repealing this Act, for since tho laud was 
given if a man dies and is not in tho Oluiroh 
lie has to wear out half a dozen pairs of 
boots before he can get leave to bo buried 
there. (Laughteiv) - Ha considered- the. 
Government sliouUl not intorfero with tho 
land already given but shouhl soli tho re- 
mainder by public auction. 

Tlio Bill was read a first timo, second 
reading on Wednesday next. 

.SUSTENANCK ALLOWAXOl! OF .$70. 

Mr. Evans moved that this .House do 
take into r^oorisidoration i: the ^report "of 
tlie Select Committee appointed to en- 
quire how and in wliat manner tho pay- 
ment nf §750 as sustonanco 'dlowanco to 
tlio Gold Connnissinnor at Cassiar was 
made. Fide the resolution of^the Hoilse 
datetlCthFcb., 1879. llo said he.' .'did 
this in order to give tlio -House an oppor- 
tunity of diaoussingjtho^faots.,>f tho. oasia' 
and see whotfi'er the lat'eGovo'rnmeii't were 
justified in their act, which was in de- 
fiance of a rosolutinn of tho House. 

Hon. Mr. Wulkem said he was glad 
tho resolution had been lii'ought up, as he 
did not see that thero could bo anything 
to justify the pa:^,ment of this §760. It 
w-ould bo a w'aniihgctorall future'YQovorn- 
mo its. ■ ,v.J- , 

Mr. Williams would like to know 
whether the hon. member for Gowichan 
was willing to pay this §7C0 back? 

Mr. Smiths said it must ])e borne in 
mind titat throe months' sustenance al- 
lowanco-^was Qivorduojit tho, time tlie reso- 
lution w^liiaM^flj' besides ;^rhich tho esti- 
mates for the' year had' also been present- 
ed. It was absurd to say tlio then Gov- 
ernment liad waited till tho Hoiwc closed 
and had then squandered tliia money. 
Why, the present Government iiad paid tliis 
allowance to tho former Commissioner on 
less authority than tho Elliott Govorn- 
ment paid Mr. Vowoll, for tlioy had paid 
Mr. Sullivan tlio allowance without even 
an order in council, Again, ho liad it on 
good authority that the Govornmont had 
agreed to pay Mr. Vowell the same na hi.s 
predecessor. 

Hon Mr. Walkom said Mr. Vowell had 
refused tho position booau.^pi. .the- .^Gqvorn- 
mont would not pay him. sustonanco al- 
lowance. 

Mr. Smitho said thero Iiad boon no 
written agroement witlx Mv. Vowoll, but 
the Government would have been lu-eak- 
ing faith with him had they refused to 
pay the amount called for. ' Ho ' thought 
tho explanation should be suflicient, for 
this was tho only case of an apparent vio- 
lation of tho resolution. Tho amount 
was allowed on account of the extra ex- 
pense ensiled on that officer by the Gov- 
ernment requiring him to leave his resi- 
dence and. tw;ol^ aboufefdn" 'Gcjverninent 
business.' ' ' ^ - • • - • • - ■: 

Mr. Williams thought oiie irregularity 
should not justify' .another, and ho consid- 
ered tliat as this money had been paid in 
direct violation of a resolution of tlie 
House that it should be refunded, 

Mr. Bennett said tho oommittoo had. 
not soon any application fop this second 
payment, but they had been led ; to be-' 
liovo that an application h.ad beoii re- 
ceived as was proved by a letter dated 
July 17th, 1877, from the Provincial Sec- 
retary acknowledging receipt of an appli. 
cation .and approving of it. 

Mr. McGill ivray said the oommittoo 
had found an agreomcnt h.ad boon made 
with Mr. Vowoll for payment of .susten- 
ance allowance, and he could not see liow 
the ex-Financo Minister could bo made 
responsible when his colleagues agreed 
with that paymont.^ Ho oouldrnot see: 
what good could result from this" and he 
would ask the mover of the resolution to 
amend it so as to make it ono for the 
adoption of tho report. 

Hon. Mr. Humplivoys said Mr. Vowell 
did not go to Cassiar under tlie undoy- 
standing that he shoiild be paid' ^uston- 
aneo allowftnce, lia waa proved by a letter 
from him ilatod 39th Juno, 18'fC, where, 
he asked that he might be .allowed the s.anio 
sustenance allowance as tho lata Mr. 
SuUiv.an. This letter was received on tho 
4th Sept. , 187C, or nearly 30 days after 
he (Mr, H.) liad coasod to be a ineinbor 
of tilie Government, and so ho could hot 
possibly hav^f Hda^'ftriythinjg-' tb'"dQ- wilh 
that payment. H!b' would 'much like to 
know how Mr. Vowoll could justly ac- 
cept, and the Govemmont pay, .*50 a 
month suslenanco allowance, on account 
of tho high price of provisions at Cns.'aiar, 
when ho w.as oitlier on his w.ay or livin" 
in Ireland. Ho did not think it would
